WASHINGTON, Feb. 11.—Advices 
received at the Chinese legation here 
tell of the activity in San Francisco, 
New York and other cities in this 
country, of Chinese agitators calling 
themselves “reformers.”

USELESS COMMISSION. 

Bills have been introduced in both 
houses cf the Legislature to repeal the 
law creating the so-called Barber 
Commission. There should be no 
hesitancy on the part of members 
of the Legislatures to wipe this com- 
migsion out of existence. Of all the 
absurd and useless excrescences ever 
tacked onto the State government 
(and the Lord Knows there have been 
dozens and dozens of them,) this Bar- 
ber Commission is the most absurd and 
the leact defensible. It wasa piece of 
political jobbery of the rawest and 
rankest kind, designed solely to give 
a few political hangers-on an excuse 
to draw money from the State. There 
was absolutely no demand for creat- 
ing the commission, and it has sub- 
served no purpose whatever, 
while it has cost the barbers of the 
State a nice sum of money, neafly 
‘all of which has gone into the pockets 
of tho commissioners — just where it 
was intended it should go by those 
who put up the job.

The Times has pointed out, in pre- 
vious articles, the iniquitous charac- 
ter of some of the “cinch” bills which 
have been foisted upon the State 
Legislature by or at the instigation 
of the union-laborite members of that 
bedy. There is seemingly no limit to 
the number of these vicicus measures 
nor to the effrontery of those who 
stand sponsor for them. These peo- 
ple have done more to hurt their cause 
before the tribunal of public opinion, 
during the short time which has 
elapsed since the beginning t the 
legislative session, than could have 
been done, perhaps, by any other 
agency. They have gone before the 
Legislature and the pecple demand- 
ing, not general legisiaticn calculated 
to benefit the public, but special or 
class legislation at the most absurd 
and vicious character, designed in al- 
most every instance to give despotic 
power or special privileges to trade 
unions and trade unionists. The wh- 
vious purpose is to enable these in- 
dustrial bandits to get the public by 


guaranteed rights. 

The preposterous class legislation 
which is demanded by these Union Lu- 
bor miembers has opened the eyes of 
the public as nothing else cou'd have 
done, to the dangercus nature of their 
aims and purposes. If the cause which 
they represent ever had a modicum 
of public sympathy or support, it 
should have such sympathy and sup- 
port no more, after the exhibition of 


have had in the State Legislature at 
the present session. If the Legisla 
ture be found weak enough to yield to 
there preposterous demands, it will 
win, and deserve. the execration of ev- 
ery right-minded citizen in the State 
of California. 

It may as well be recorded ct this 
point, that the right-minded citizens 
of California outnumber the wrong- 
minded citizens 
overwhelming proporticn. Those who 
question the truth of this assertion 
may be convinced of their error in 
the mot very remote future. 

One of the latest of the Union Labor 
“einch” bills was introduced by Mur- 
phy on Tuesday, to repeal the law pro- 
viding for the appointment cf. police- 
men, with the powers of peace om- 
cers, to serve upon the premises, cars 
and boats of railroad and steamship 
companies. The object! of this meas 
ure is perfectly plain. It is to pre- 
vent the protection of property against 
mob violence in strikes. If such a 
law were enacted, no special police- 
men could be cworn in and detailed 
to protect lives and property menaced 
by a mob, no matter how great the 
emergency. The “right to riot” would 
be confirmed and secured by legal en- 
actment, and we should be close indeed 
to the rule of mob law. under which 
no rights could be secure. 

This would be a Union Labor 
“cinch” with a vengeance. 
is a fit companion-piece to the vicious 
Anti-Injunction Bill, which seeks to 
legalize the intimidation of one class 
of men by another class. The effect 
of the passage cf these two bills would 
be to extend the sanction cf law to 
violence and intimidation. 

Ancther labor “cinch” bill, intro- 
Auced in the Asccfhbly on Tuesday by 
Boisson,. provides that no person who 
is engaged in the business of selling 
drugs or filing physicians prescrip- 
tions shall work in such drug store 
more than ten hours per day, and that 
ten hours’ work must be completed 
within cleven, continuous hours. No 
person shall employ any other person 
to work in a drug store for a longer 
period during any day. Violation of 
the proposed law is made a misde- 
meanor punishable by a fine not ex- 
ceeding $500 or imprisonment for six 
monthe. Should this bill become a 
law, it would prohibit any person from 
vorking in bis own drug store mor? 
tar ten hours in any one day, ani 
would otherwise interfere with the 
right of free contract as between em- 
ployer and emrloyé. This bill is not 
0 vicious as most of the other la- 
borite measures, but it is an unwar- 
ranted interference with a certain line 
ot business, and is class legislation 
of an objecticnable nature. 

A bill has been introduced to make 
Saturday afternoon a half-holiday. It 
is stated that this meagure was in- 
troduced at the solicitation of county 
employés in the larger counties of the 
State. in order to enable them to at- 
tend baseball games, races, and other 
places of amusement on Saturday aft- 
ernocns. Its effect would be to close 
ecurthouses to all business after nooa 
on Saturdays. This would be an un- 
necessary hardship for the _ public. 
There is no legitimate demand for the 
passage of this measure. County offi- 
ciala are paid a@ fair price for their 
work, and there is no warrant for re- 
ducing their hours of service by twen- 
ty-six days in each year, at the same 
time putting the public to great in- 
cenvenience. This bill should be 
voted down, 

‘Members of the Legislature should 
not require to be reminded that they 
were elected to serve the pecple of 
the entire State, not to misuse and 
prostitute the powérs vested in them, 
by serving the interests of classes and 
¢liques. No member of either house 
should hesitate to vote against vicious 
measures for fear that he will he 
“spotted” by those who are demanding 
clase Icgisiation.

cf the payee, and the Operation trans- 
forms the currency into a check, 
Which will be paid, on identification, 
by any money-order postoffice or by 
any bank. Commentipg en this pro- 
posed law, the New k Press says: 

“No curtailment of the present 
meney-order system is contemplated, 
cave to the extent that the people les- 
sen its operation by the change to the 
‘ar more convenient way of sending 
remittances which the post check pro- 
vides. The farmer need net go to the 
postoffice nor the city business man 
send to the soubetaticn. It is an addi- 
tional convenfence which undoubtedly 
would become more widely and 
warmly pcpular in the first six months 
af its operation. Merchants will wel- 
come it hcenuse the volume of trade al. 
ways increases with added facility of 
doings business. That wait at the 
money-order window in the city. taat 
trip to the postoffice.in rural commu- 
nities, has prevented no one knaws 


how many little commercial transac-* 


tions which in the aggregate no doubt 
are a large sum.” 

The bill would save the government 
the expense of bundreds of thousands 
of moncy orders for small sums, and 
banks would save the expense of small 
checks. One might suppose that there 
would ba little cr no opposition to 
such an evidently sensible measure, 


which literally fills a long-felt want. 


Nor is there opposition on the part of 
the public, but it appears that strong 
oppcsition has developed.in the Money 
Order Bureau. However, when the 
people of the United States make up 
heir minds that they want a thing.

crats stand, for any length of time, 
in the way of their obtaining it.

toward the location of the @hool in 
their respective ter: ‘tories, or of con- 
venient access thereto, 

Almost without exception, each ward 
is desirous of securing the school, or 
of having it placed so that it will be 
readily accessible, but the difficulty is

“I don't care where the school is 
placed,” said Councifman Summeriand, 
“just so it is in the Fourth Ward. 
which would place it somewhere north 
of Washington street. south of Sev- 
enth and west of Main. { think we 
have the best claim on the achool, as 
our section of the city is the most cen- 
tral of those that can offer available 
grounds. I am sure we can find a site 
that will be acceptable to a majority 
of citizens, and one that can be ob- 
tained at a reasonable cost. We have 
the transportation facilities and the 
population, and [I belleve we shall se- 
cure the school as a matter of course.” 

President Bowen of the Council feels 
that his ward, the Fifth, has claims 
on the school also. and he expects to 
have a conference soon with Charities 
Monroe, members of the Board of Edu- 
cation, and other residents of that 
ward, with a view to caring for the

COUNCIL OF LABOR REPUDIATES 

A SHATTERED IDOL. 


Labor Highbinders Forgot to Reckon 
With Their Host When They Selected 
Father for Their Intimidation Bill, 
Hence These Loud Lamentations. 


There's nothing like knowing where 
vou're at“ before you go at a thing. 
Orderliness of procedure and wisdom 
of plans are not, however, the long 
suit of trades unionism. Something 
very amusing happened last night at 
the regular weekly meeting of the 
Council of Labor. 

Some time ago the unionites hunted 
for an “easy mark” on which to sad- 
die their anti-injunction bill for in- 
troduction in the State Legisiature. 
They looked far and wide, and high 
and low, and finally, after many con- 
ferences in which the conferees took 
themselves in earnest, it was decided 
that Assemblyman Grove L. Johnson 
was about the timber for the task. So 
“a little talk was had with Mr. John- 
son, and he agreed to father the abor,r 
tive bill. Everything looked lovely to 
the labor highbinders. They were go- 
ing to tle up the State courts to suit 
their own pleasure. Then burst the 
bomb. 

Assemblyman Johnson rose in the 
House and explained that while he had 
introduced the unien labor bill, he had 
first taken the precaution to amend it 
so as to provide that nothing in the 
measure should be construed as au- 
thorizing use of force, violence or in- 
timidation to enforce a strike or boy- 
cott, or to restrain the courts from 
interfering with such force, violence or 
acts of intimidation. Mr. Johnson sus- 
tained his amendment with an argu- 
ment in which he showed that he had 
no sympathy for labor union tyranny, 
and which’ proved clearly that the la- 
bor union lobbyists misjudged their 
man when they tried to make the vet- 
eran lawmaker a catspaw to rake their 
chestnuts from the fire. 

Last night the Council of Labor by 
unanimous and vociferous vote 
scribed to resolutions, which protest 
against the “placing in the hands of 
such a person as Grove L. Johnson 
any legisiatiwe measures pertaining to 
the interests of union laber.“ The 
council by numerous individual 
speeches expressed the opinion that 
Mr. Johnson had turned traitor to his 
trust by proposing the amendment in 
question, and loudly complained among 
themselves that the “intimidation 
amendment would make of no effect 
the whole bill—t. e., that, robbed of 
the right of intimidation, union labor 
strikers would be legally powerless to 
effect their ends by violence in time 
of strikes.

Injunction ‘Sued Out by the 
Local Creditors. 


Judge Wellborn Issues Order to 
Tie Up Company. 


Charge Made That Gocds Have 
Been Spirited Away From 


Court proceedings have been begun 
against the John Wigmore & Sons Co. 
by the united local creditors, aggre- 
gating twenty-five firms. 

About 5 o'clock yesterday afternoon 
a petition for an injunction was filed 
with United States Judge Wellborn, 
praying for the immediate appoint- 
ment of a receiver and the legal stop- 
page of all disbursements of mo 
or property belonging to the concert 
except through the receiver's hands. 

Judge Wellborn immediately issued 
athe injunction, restraining the com- 
pany from all business or giving out 
of money or property until further or- 
ders of the court, and set the hearing 
for the appointment of a receiver 
10:30 o'clock this morning. 

As a reason for their petition these 
‘creditors, represented by Dunning & 
Craig, say that the Wigmores have 
violated their own voluntary proposi- 
tion, made in their letter to their cred- 
itors sent out February 7. A para- 
graph of this letter is as follows: We 
assure you that we will not permit any 
one creditor to get any advantage of 

e others, but the assets will be kept 
intact for the benefit of all.” ; 

The document then states that the 
firm has shown partiality certain 
creditors, and that they allowed the 
Lloyd Scovel Iron Company to haul 
away goods to the value of $1300, prob- 
ably sufficient to satisfy their clai 
It further affirms that on Tuesda 
afternoon, when the first meeting of 
the creditors was held, that Secretary 
Mushet of the Wholesalers’ Board of 
Trade went in person to the place of 
business of the Wigmores and ear- 
nestly requested the presence of the 
fecretary, George H. . who 
refused to come. While this meeting 
was in progress, it is alleged, a truck- 
load of merchandise was taken from 
the store, kept over night in the barns 
of the truck company. and delivered 
yesterday morning to the Southern Pa- 
cific company for shipment East. 


tion that another load was taken yes- 
terday, and that the manager of the 
truck company refused other orders 
from patrons, giving as a reason a 
pressure of business at this store. 
George H. Wigmore was again re- 
quested to be present at yesterday 
morning's ng of the creditors, but 
did not come, although represented by 
the firm's attorney, M. IL. Graff. 

The petition states that, since it is 
the custom for settlement to be made 
on the 10th of each month, in all prob- 
ability considerable money is or will 
be coming into the Wigmore company, 
and in view of their present course 
it is absolutely necessary for a receiver 
to be appointed for the preservation 
of the estate. 

L. M. Davenport is the petitioner, 
and he is joined by other firms, as 
foliows: R. L. Craig & Co., Baker 
Iron Works, American Steel and Wire 
Company, Union Hardware and Meta!

Another prospecting enterprise 
backed by Los Angeles capital will be- 
gin the search for oil in the Lompoc 
field, Santa Barbara county, within the 
next few days. Encouraged by the suc- 
cess of operators on the Purisima 
ranch, where a 300-barrel oil well was 
brought in this week, the Loma Oil 
Company of this city has decided to be- 
gin operations in the neighborhood of 
Graciosa. 

A large quantity of material was 
moved to the ground yesterday, and 
the rig ordered here will enable the 
company to drill deep if necessary. 
The intention is to thoroughly exploit 
the property under its controi, as the 
backers are confident that the oil belt 
already proven to some extent is far 
more important than actual develop- 
ments have thus far shown. 

Although no official confirmation can 
be obtained, from a reliable source the 
details of another important oil deal 
just consummated in the fleid are se- 
cured. By the transaction, the West- 
ern Union Oil Company is said to have 
acquired an option on $0,000 acres of 
land, part ef avhich is in the Purisima 
ranch, and the lance on adjoining 
property within the limits of the pros- 
pective oll belt. It is also announced 
that the Lompoc Ol Company has re- 
fused the offer of $120,000 recently made 
for its holdings, and that the company 
is now preparing to sink its well deeper 
where the indications leave no doubt 
as to the presence of oil.

SANTA MARIA, Feb. 11.—Several 
thousand stock cattle are being fat- 
tened on beet pulp at the Union Sugar 
Factory with great success. Ever 
since the factory began operations the 
major part of the beet pulp has been 
used only for fertilizing 
withstanding that it w well knwn 
that it is an excellent stock food. As 
an experiment, a Los Angeles cattle- 
man sent several hundred cattle to the 
factory's grounds and after feeding the 
stock on. pulp, in connection with a 
small quantity of bean straw and bar- 
ley, found that it is one of the hest 
fat-producing elements. The meat is 
superior to that of cattle fed on 
ranges, and the stockmen in the future 
will unquestionably utilize all the beet 
pulp turned out at the factoz z.
